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The Finance Minister Inaugtirates. 
The Bharat Scouts & Guides Weck 

At a representative gathering of the, public and Scouts and 
Guides and their leaders, the State Scouts and Guides week was 
inaugurated by Mr. C. Subramaniam, the Minister for finance at 
the State Headquarters, Wenlock Park, Madras, on 30th Septem- 
ber 1952, In doing so Mr C. Subramaniam said that every boy 
and girl in the State should be given the benefit of Scout and 
Guide training, that the Scout movement had come to stay and 
spread throughout the country. He said that he was not a stran- 
ger to the Scout movement but an old Scout himselt. Having 
been a scout for over two years when he was a student of the 
High School, he was thoroughly conversant with the working of 
Scout Organisation and the life of a Scout. The purpose of 
Scout traming should beto inculcate in the mind ot the youth 
the qualities of love and of Brotherhood. In the world of today 
some forces were at work which threatened to lead. to another 
war. It would be the youth, who would have to fight the war if 
it broke out. They should therefore be trained in such a way 
that they would be able to prevent the out-break of another 
world war. 


The Minister said that every boy and girl attending School 
should be given training in Scouting so that tbeir education. can 
become purposeful and useful. The Scout training could be 
imparted without costly equipment. The Finance Minister stress- 
ed the importance of training tbe young on right lines and said 
that they should be trained on the basis of what Mahatma Gandhi 
had taught namely, peace and love. This message was not only 
for India but for ihe whole of humanity. = 


The Scout movement also inculcated the virtue of caring for 
the week and taught those in the movement to regard every one 
as the friend. He was glad that the movement was making rapid 
progress and wished the movement all success. 


- Mr. K. Venkataswami Naidu, the State Chief Commissioner 
welcoming Mr. C. Subramaniam said that they have been able to 
ee 50,000 boys and girls towards the Scout movement in this 
slate. 

"The Government were giving an annual grant of about Rs. 
26,000 to the Madras State Bharat Scouts and Guides. They also 
required the help-of various local bodies.and. orgauisations: The

Government were'spending several lakhs on the National Cadet 
Corps, if they could only grant a lakh or two tothe Scout move- 
ment, it would enable four or five times the present number of 
bovs and girls being breught under the beneficient influence of 
the movement. He hoped that the Finance Minister will take a 
special interest in this youth movement which stands for the 


training of the young along useful lines. 


Mrs. M. N. Clubwala, State Commissioner for Guides said 
that the Government should place more land at the disposal of the 
movement for the purpose of carrying on their camp activities. 
She hoped that the Government will give effect to the recommen- 
dations made by the “Government Committee on Camping." To 
increase the strength of the movement more trained workers were 
needed and this led to the question of finance. Hence she would 


appeal for enhanced grant from the Government and help from 
the public, 


Mr. V, S. Ratnasabhapathy, State Secretary said that the mer- 
ger in the state of Madras was a better success than most of the 
States in the country. Reviewing the work ofthe Assoctation he 
said that 15 months ago over, 100 workers met in conference at 
the Stanley Park Training Centre, Coonoor under the presideucy 
of Mr. V. S. Hejmadi, the State Commissioner to consider the 
manner in which the merger could be worked out successfully. 
In pursuance of the decisions taken at that conference four divi- 
sional centres have been established to work in liaison with the 
Divisional Inspectors of Schools and also to vitalise the centres 
which will radiate to the Districts coming under the divisions in- 
tensive, scout and guide activities. He was glad to mention that 
the centres have worked well and tha: the arrangement has been 
appreciated by the Districts tl emselves, that recently an Organis-
